The mouth of the Gulf of Pechill, at the head 
of which He Taka, Tientsin, and the short route 
to Peking, narrows to about 110 miles between 
Post Arthur and Wel-hal-wel. These porte 
seem thas marked by nature as the atrategic 
outposts of the north-eastern coast line of Chins. 
A hoatlle force entering the Galf of Pechill must 
leave them on its fiunks and rear, According 
to popular fallacy, the possession of two strongly 
fortified harbours thus placed woald confer upon 
China the command of the adjacent waters. 
Fortified ports are, however, rtrategtcally worth- 
less apart from the service: which fice's can 
render outside of them, and the value of Port 
Arthur and Wel-hal-wei depends entirely on the 
fightlog capacity of the Chinese navy. The mere 
proximity of a fortified place of refuge Is scarcely 
an element of victory; but, as history shows, 
It has frequently supplied counsels of inactlvity 
Sach misgivings,- which do not occur to ‘our 
own publicists, are not Hkely to have troubled’ 
the Chinese mind, and both Port Arthor and 
Wel-bal-wel have been forlified in orthodox 
fathion, The former, which is the chief naval 
arsenal-of northern Chins, Hes at the head of a 
large inlet. The port, which {9 entered by a 


‘channel a Iittle over 200 yards broad, affords no 


room for anchorage of a considerable squadron ; 
bot a fine tidal basin bes been constructed 
capable of accommodating about 14 large vessels, 
A large dry dock, much machinery, and'conl 


-stores stated to have been recently increased, 


complete the naval resources of Port Arthor, | It 
{9, apparently, a comfortable place {n which to 
lay ap a squadron, but somewhat Ill-adapted to 
the needs of a force which desires to be able to 
get quickly to sea; The coast defences are 
apread over more than four miles of sea-board, 
abd consist of about 12 batterles equally dis- 
tributed on either slide of the entrance of the 
‘port, The armament .conslsts. of more than 
40 Krupp guns varying from 15 c.m, (6in.) to 24 
em, (9.6in,), foclnding some rifled mertars. In 
addition there is a torpedo-boat station, and an 
elaborate system of submarine mines has been 
provided. Altogether the cosat defences of Port 
Arthur, so far ag mere matériel \s concerned, 
seem to rise folly to modern standards of Britlsh 
fortifications, On the land front the shoaling of 
the harbour gives protection on the western 
side, On the east, encircling hills rige to heights” 
of 350 ft, to 650 ft, and small fortified camps, 
redoubts, and minlature Chinese walle affect to 
fosrd this important arsenal, As. sual, the 

ack-door appearsto berelatlvely weak, although, 
in accordance with all the teaching of history, 
this would necessarily be the way of approach 
selected by an enemy. Assuming the Chinese 
navy to be incapable of actlon the defence of Port 


Arthur must maloly depend upon the fighting |. 


power ofits garrison in the field. The present 
strength and composition of that garrison are 
uaknown, but the normal force appears to be 
about 4,oco men, well trained, according toChinese 
atandards, and since the recent Japanese naval 
reconnalsances considerable reinforcements have 
ungueeilonsbly been forwarded from Taka, 
which [s only 240 miles distance. Under these
